Clinical Training Site 
The  Boise VAMC is the training site for the PGY-2 resi-

dency.  The hospital is a teaching site for University of 

Washington medical residents/students and Family 

Practice medical residents and Idaho State University 

pharmacy students.  Disease-management clinics in 

diabetes, hypertension, hyperlipidemia, obesity and 

smoking cessation are hallmarks of this residency.  The 

resident will complete a project related to the provision 

of patient care in an ambulatory care setting. 

Applicant Qualifications and Selection 
The applicant must be a graduate of a school of phar-
macy accredited by the American Council on Pharma-
ceutical Education, be a U.S. citizen, possess the Doc-
tor of Pharmacy degree, successfully completed an 
accredited PGY-1 residency, and be licensed to practice 
in one of the States, territories of the United States, or 
District of Columbia.   

Applicants must participate in the ASHP Resident 
Matching Program. Applicants must also apply to 
each program independently of the Match.
